They have the 
great advantage of being self-sup- 
porting in the air, whether - their 
motors are going or not. 

The airplane though, has _ its 
peculiar advantages, the chief of 
them being speed. The dirigible may 
be blown back, or out of its course, 
by a gale, A ’plane can drive 
through a gale. 

Dirigibles find it hard to cross 
the North Atlantic because of pre- 
vailing head winds, although — by 
turning toward the equator they 
can swim ahead in the trade winds, 
as Columbus did. »* ‘’Planes with 
enough motive power, and. enough 
size for steadiness may solye the 
problem for direct routes between 
Europe and North America.

{of these run from’ 1,650° to 20,000.

North America bill has received 
Royal assent and became law. It 


has passed both Houses of Parlia-- 


ment in the extraordinarily short 
period of 15 days, notwithstanding 
the fact that the session has becn 
unusually busy.
